were insured for £141,100. n the buildings 
there was £100,000; on the furniture, linen 
and contents of the hotel there was £50,000, 
and there were sums of £3,000 and £400, re- 
spectively, on the visitors’ and servants 
property. The stock-in-trade consisted of 
wines, spitits and tobacco, and was insured 
for £6, In addition to insuring a year’s 
rent of the premises, they also had their 
profits insured for three years in the amount 
of £36,000. is a 

The original claim on account of buildings 
was put in at £131,993. This included 
architects’ fees and surveyors’ fees, which 
would be payable on the reconstruction of the 
buildings. This claim was arrived at on the 
basis of the cubic contents at the 1922 prices. 
So far as the cubic contents were ascertain- 
able, there were materials from which the 
house could be practically constructed. The 
basement was stil] there. There were photo- 
graphs of the Aberdeen Hall and the larger 
rooms in the hotel, and there were photo- 
graphs of the entire front of the hotel, and, 
with the information that the architect was 
able to get from the manager and the officials, 
in addition to the fact that he had been 
architect for the company for some bas he 
was able to prepare a full plan of the entire 
buildings. 

Since that time building prices had come 
down, and the claim had been revised. The 
amount, had been gone into twice since, and 


the figure had been reduced to £94,068. 


BUILDING PRICES. 

The Recorder—Have you, dealt with the 
provisions in reference to the age of the build- 
ings? I will have to take matters of this 
“kind into account under this statute. I think 
the old rule laid down by Mr. Justice Gibson 
was a good rule. 

Mr. Brown—Prices have been dropping 
since.

FORMER EMPLOYERS SUED. 
King’s Bench Civision—Before Mr. Justice Samuels. 

Mr. Price. K.C. (instructed by Messrs. W. 
G. Bradley and Son) applied on behalf of the 
defendants to remit to the Recorder of Dublin 
the action for libel] brought by Maria Cullen, 
of 69 Mespil road, Dublin, against Adelaide 
Richards and John Richards, of 7 Lower Fitz- 
william street, Dublin. ; 

Counsel stated that the plaintiff was 
formerly employed as a cook by the de- 
fendants,, and the libel complained of was 
contained in a letter sent by Mrs, Richards 
to another lady, who wished to employ the 
plaintiff. In the letter she stated that the 
plaintiff was a very good cook, but that “ she 
would not suit an invalid lady, as she some- 
times took a drop too much.” There was no 
evidence of malice, and the occasion was a 
privileged one. 

Mr. Martin Maguire (instructed by Mr. P. 
H. O’Brien), who appeared for the plaintiff, 
opposed the motion. He read an affidavit of 
his client, in which she stated that Adelaide 
Richards wrote the letter complained of, on 
the 27th April, 1921, to Miss Synott. She 
said that by reason of the libel on_ her 
character contained in the letter, and in 
similar letters written by the defendants to 
other persons to whom she gave the names 
of the defendants as a reference, she had 
been greatly injured in her reputation and 
business as cook, and had been unable to 
‘btain employment for three years. The libel 
copaminined of was utterly false and malicious. 

Counsel submitted that it was an. action 
that should be retained in the Superior Courts, 
seeing that the defendants claimed privilege. 

Mr. Justice Samuels said that, as far as 
he could see, the offence seemed to be covered 
by the statute. Mrs. Richards wrote to Miss 
Synott that the plaintifi was a very good 
cook, but that she “would not suit an invalid, 
as she sometimes took a drop too much.” 
He thought that it was a case which could 
be dealt with admirably by the Recorder. He 
accordingly made an order remitting the 
action to the Recorder of Dublin, costs to 
be costs in the cause.

FAMOUS BRIDGE CONDEMNED. 


Originally built by the Romans, Car- 
marthen Bridge, a massive stone structure of 
seven arches, which spans the River Towy on 
the main artery from the South Wales in- 
dustrial areas to West Wales, has been con- 
demnéd as unsafe by an inspector of the 
Ministry of Transport, who has recommended 
the erection of a new structure. 

In 1233 Henry de Turberville, who came 
up the river in a vessel, ‘‘ broke down the 
bridge’’ in his successful attempt to relieve 
the town of Carmarthen, which was besieged 
by Richard Marshall, the Far] of Pembroke. 
The records also show that in 1250 the bridge 
was broken ‘‘ by pressure of ice,” the river, 
although a tidal] one, being frozen. In 1326 
“a toll was raised for the renovation of Car- 
marthen Bridge.’’ The bridge was twice 
widened prior to the seventeenth centurv.

SHORTAGE OF SKILLED 
LABOUR AND APPRENTICES. 


New officers of the Belfast Builders’ As- 
sociation have been elected as follows :—Presi- 
dent, Mr. R. B. Henry; vice-president, Mr.

The report adopted at the annual meeting 
stated that, generally speaking, eonditions in 
tha building trade during the past year have 
shown a decided :mprovement as compared 
with 1922, notwithstanding the fact that 
private building enterprise has not approached 
anything like its normal volume, . possibly 
owing to continued depression in the general! 
trade of the city. A satisfactory wages agree- 
ment had been entered into for a further 
twelve months from list May last. No dis- 
pute with the operatives had arisen. The un- 
skilled operatives have been placed on a better 
footing than hitherto in comparison with the 
skilled trades. 

It was regretted that a few builders outside 
the Association continued. to pay rates of 
wages in excess of the standard rate agreed 
upon between the Association and the Opera- 
tives’ Federation. . This misguided policy is 
highly inimical to the best interests of the in 
dustry, inasmuch as it disturbs labour, 
thereby reducing output and ultimately hin- 
dering the placing of fresh contraets. Re- 
ferring to the high rates of wages paid ‘by 
municipal authorities to their worsseple, the 
report notes the result of the litigation he- 
tween Mr. Herbert Quin and the Belfast Cor- 


| poration, in which judgment was given against 


the Corporation for increasing the wages of 
their builders’ labourers beyond the rates 
which had heen fixed between the Belfast 
Builders’ Association and the Operatives’ 
Federation, and which had actually been 
adopted and acted on by the Corporation be- 
fore the increase took place. 

The extensive housing scheme undertaken 
by the Belfast Corporation have been respon- 
sible for the absorption of a very large pro- 
portion of the skilled workers in the district, 
so much so that builders in carrying out their 
ordinary contracts have been severely handi- 
capped owing to shortage of the necessary 
labour. Another factor to be taken into 
account is the reduction of the working hours 
by 20 per cent.—viz., from 54 to 44 hours per 
week, which has been in operation for some 
years, the effect of which is now beginning to 


be felt, because more operatives are required - 


to make up the old standard of production. 
“he problem of the shortage of skilled labour 
is rendered more acute owing to the small 
number of apprentices coming forward in the 
various trades. This is a question for serious 
consideration between the employers’ and 
Operatives’ organisations With reference to 
output it is to be hoped the reports in regard 
to improvement are well founded, and that 
this, together with appreciable reductions 
which have been effected in the cost of build. 
ing materials, will have a tendency to en- 
courage a greater volume of private building 
in the near future.

Speaking in Glasgow, Mr. James Stewart, 
Under Secretary of Health for Scotland, said 
he had used his powers and had informed 
the Giasgow authorities that they would not 
be allowed to build houses in excess of 24 to 
the acre. In the housing schemes which the 
Glasgow Corporation had in view to make 
way for slum clearances they wanted to build 
48 to the acre. If the Corporation carried 
out its threat not to build under the con- 
ditions he laid down, the Government would 
ask Parliament in their new bill to give them 
powers to build houses themselves. 

When the Labour Partv built houses they 
would see that the people who built them 
would occupy them at rents from £14 tu £15 
pe: annum. When their whole scheme was 
completed they anticipated that the State 
would have to bear a burden of £40,000,900 
pe* annum for housing. The Government 
also intended to take power to deal with the 
trusts. (A Voicé—‘‘ Hang them.’’) “ Oh, 
no,” said Mr. Stewart, “we will not hang 
them as individuals, but we will take their 
industry from them, we will ask Parliament 
to give us powers, so that if they refuse te 
sell the materials to us at a reasonable price 
will will fix a reasonable price that will allow 
them a decent profit after meeting all costs. 
If they refuse to work under these terms, we 
will ask power from Parliament to compel 
them to get out and; let the Government pro- 
duce the materials themselves.’’

Irish Republican Army, Brigade  Head- 
quarters, Dublin, 23-3-’23: ‘‘ You are hereby 
warned to discontinue supplying goods to, 
or in any way trading with, the Free State 
Government or its Army. You will only 
supply goods, ete., when taken by force 
from you by the Free State Government. 
Confiscation of your goods will follow breaches 
of this order.

If a smart Dublin 
‘“drummer”’ pushés a lot of worthless goods 
on to a struggling shopkeeper in Tralee, and 
the latter asserts that they are not up to 
guarantee, why should the case not be tried 
at ‘Tralee, especially as the wholesaler will 
get, with his decree, all his costs and ex- 
penses and the unfortunate shopkeeper may 
find it quite ruinous to bring himself and 
his witnesses to Dublin? In spite of all the 
talk about restrictions of credit, I have a 
sort of ‘notion at the back of my head that 
it might not be a bad thing if wholesalers 
had a salutary check placed upon their 
willingness to give credit to every sort of 
character that seeks to solve his problems, 
financial and otherwise, by starting what we 
call in Ulster “a wee shap.” 

If one were to swallow all the dope that is

COURTS OF JUSTICE BILL. 

The House took up the Committee stage of 
the Courts of Justice Bill at Section 36, which 
relates to the constitution of Circuit Courts. 

Senator Jameson moved an amendment to 
the effect that the number of Circuit Judges 
should not be limited to eight, as provided for 
in that section, but that there should be not 
more than ten permanent judges. 

In moving this amendment, he said, he 
was guided a good deal by the opinion of the 
Committee which had drawn up a report en 

whole question for the Government, and 
which the bill was founded. It was 
ite evident that, if the business increased, 
judges could not handle it, and that 
their number should be increased. Under 
Clause 24 there was power taken to appoint 
temporary assistant judges. That meant that 
along with the permanent judges they were 
to have what were known as “ removeables,’’ 
if the Executive Government of the day 
should choose to appoint them. 

The whole feeling of the country was 
against the renewal of such temporary officials 
In the position of judges. Such judges would 
always be open to attack, as they had been 
in the past. Nobody in that House had a 
higher opinion of the Government, than’ he 
had, but there might be a future Government 
that would have a totally different object in 
view, and they might destroy one of the 
greatest bulwarks of liberty that the people 
of this country had. 

The object of limiting the number of judges 
to eight was, he presumed, economy. As to 
that, they knew nothing about what the cost 
of the Circuit Courts would be. Economy in 
legal matters might be the worst possible 
policy to follow. If the Courts of the Circuit 
Judges were badly manned; if there were in- 
efficient staffs, then every litigant who went 
into those Courts would have slow, difficult 
and costly justice administered to him, no 
matter how eminent the judge might be. 


A WRONG COURSE. 

The Senate would be wrong in limiting 
the number of judges to eight, and in letting 
any of the business be disposed of by tem- 
porary judges, and leaving the power to ap- 
point temporary judges to any future Govern- 
ment that might happen to be elected. He 
hoped that the House would not inflict tem- 
porary judges on the Free State in the manner 
provided for in the bill. If it became neces- 
sary to increase the number of judges, he 
felt, sure that if the Government brought the 
matter before the Senate, they would receive 
the assent of the Senate to the measure. 

The better way would be to allow the 
extra business to be dealt with by judges who 
would be equal in status to the other judges. 
It was a matter of the independence of the 
Judiciary. There was one thing that he was 
keen about, and that was that eventually 
there should be no partition in Ireland, 
and that they should have Ireland an 
united whole. (Hear. hear.) He could 
think of nothing worse, or more likely to pre- 
vent such a wished-for end than that it could 
be said—honestly said—that the judges of the 
Free State were not of the same standing and 
independence as the judges in Great Britain 
_and Northern I[reland. 

He asked the House seriously to consider 
the matter, and to take care that the judi- 
clary was as free and independent in every 
possible way as were the judges in England 
and in Ulster. 


BALANCING THE BUDGET. 

President Cosgrave said that Mr. Jameson 
had dealt more with Clause 44. referring to the 
appointment of temporary judges, than to the 
clause before the House. It was true that the 
Judiciary Committee had recommended the 
appointment of at least. eight circuit judges, 
but in taking any recommendation from any 
body of opinion in the country the Govern- 
ment had to take into consideration the balanc- 
ing of the Budget. They had to consider 
every single service according to that funda- 
mental principle, that they must cut their coat 
according to the cloth. 

The proposed judiciary system was a huge 
experiment, and it wae not possible for anyone 
to foresee exactly what number of circuit 
judges would be necessary. Ten might be 
necessary, but a good case would have to be 
made out before the Government could agree 
to appoint more than eight. 

The President enumerated the varioue judh- 
cial offices provided for in the scheme from the 
Supreme Court to District Justices; and said 
that he éid not know of any profession that 
would be eo well provided for. If Mr. 
Jameson’s amendment to reduce the jurisdic-

' ‘The proposed temporary judges would not be 
removables in the same sense as the old remov- 
ables. He would like to see the effect if an 
Executive Council within the next twenty 
years in this country sought to bring back a 
body like that. The only reason why they 
had sought power in this bill to appoint eddi- 
tional judges temporarily was that they 
understood the enormous damage that had 
been done, and the huge list. of claims in 
every county and the immense pile of busi- 
ness that remained to be discharged. They 
were dealing with en abnormal situation. 
In the period preceding the Treaty, and after 
the Treaty also, the crimina] had a pretty 
considerable field to himself in this country. 
The Government had been gradually aa 
ing up with him. 'That meant more work 
for the judges for a time, but if the case put 
forward was that the persons appointed to 
discharge the arrears ought to be given fixity 
of tenure, he declared that he was against 
it and the finances of the country could not 
stand it. | 

Colonel Moore said that it was dangerous 
to give power to any Government in the 
belief that it would not abuse it. Even the 
best Governments sometimes found themselves" 
driven to do strange things, and he in-. 
stanced the closing down of the Dail Courts 
when a habeas corpus motion inconvenient to 
the Government was to be brought before 
them. 

Mr. H. 8. Guinness inquired if the Govern- 
ment case was that financial reasons alone 
led them to oppose alteration of the clause. 

President Cosgrave said that the Minister 
for Finance had objected to the creation of 
more than eight circuit judgeships. That 
decision Soult be open to reconsideration if 
experience showed that a Jarger number was 
necessary. Referring to Colonel Moore’s state- 
ment, he said that it was not technically 
accurate. The Government had found that 
there was something wanting as regards the 
power of the Dail Courts, and though not 
putting it, perhaps, in proper legal phrase- 
ology, he should say that ngá Courts were 
performing functions for which they had not 
the necessary authorisation. 


NOT WISE. 


Mr. 8S. L. Brown, K.C., said that it was not 
wise. of the Government to tie their hands in 
this matter, They could not come to any 
other conclusion than that they would never 
want fewer than eight circuit judges. He 
had been told that in the West of Ireland 
the amount of business in the courts would 
be very large if the judges were to have 
jurisdiction to the extent of £300—that. would 
breed an entirely new lot of legislation in 
the country. He-understood, from a country 
solicito> that in Kerry—the most litigious 
county in Ireland—(laughter)—in Limerick, 
and in Clare a judge would be occupied every 
day of the year. Why, therefore, should not 
the Executive now give themselves the power 
of appointing, not ten judges, but more 
than eight? With the views on economy of 
the present Government, they need not 
appoint more than eight judges. — But, he 
asked again, why should they tie their hands 
on the matter? 

A division was taken, and the Chairman 
declared the amendment lost, the voting 
being—

Mr. Jameson then withdrew two further 
amendments, consequential on the defeated 
amendment, which stood in his name on the 
paper. 

Mr. 8. Brown, K.C., moved an amendment 
referring to the age of retirement of circuit 
judges. His amendment would, he said, do 
for these judges what the Senate, in adopting 
his amendment to Section 12, had already 
decided should be done in the case of High 
Court judges. The age of retirement should 
be fixed, and it should not be left to the 
discretion of the Government to extend the 
term of his appointment beyond the fixed age. 

The Chairman pointed out that the case of 
the Circuit Court judges was not on all fours 
with that of the High Court judges. One 
difference was that the Circuit Court judges 
were appointed at an earlier age than the 
judges of the High Court. ‘here was another 
aspect in which the cases differed. The average 
life of a Circuit Court judge was not as great 
as that of a High Court judge. Anyone who 
had been in his position would have observed 
that to be so. He would suggest that the 
age of seventy-two years should be fixed. ' 

Mr. Brown explained that his whole object 
was that there should be a fixed age, and he | 
was quite willing to accept seventy-two years, 
as the Chairman had suggested. 

President Cosgrave, replying, said that the 
case of the Circuit Court judges had been 
before the Dail. Deputy Bryan Cooper had 
tabled an amendment, and there were, in 
addition, two further amendments. The

Government agreed to accept the principle 
of one of the other two amendments, and 
Deputy Cooper had expressed his entire 
agreement with the clause as it now stood.

A DANGER. 


The Government was extremely anxious to 
protect the public purse. The Government 
was a party to action in which claims for com- 
pensation were made. There was a danger 
that private persons who made the claims 
might say that the temporary judges ap- 

ointed by the Government were prejudiced 
Members of the Senate had no suspicion of 


the present Government, and he was quite } 


sure that the Government would tell them 
that the temporary judges would not handle 
cases to which the Government were to be 
a party. 

But if the clause were passed as it stood, 
he believed later on someone in the Senate or 
the Dail must raise the right of the individual 
to be tried by a permanent judge. He 
appealed to the Senate under no conditions to 
let the clause pass as it stood. He asked 
the Government and the Senate seriously to 
consider whether they were going to let such 
a blot as that exist in a permanent bill for 
the Irish Free State. 

Sir John Keane said that on certain 
occasions the Government had resented in 
somewhat strong terms the emphasising by 
the Senate of the principles that had been 
uttered, and he was at a loss to understand 
the mentality behind that. The Government 
seemed to say—‘‘ We are here for all time; 
we are to be trusted; &nd these innovations 
are not dangerous, because they will be 
applied by wise, sensible men.” He could 
not understand why the Government did not 
look further than that, and realise that the 
people must be Bastae: 

The day might come when the Ministers 
who were responsible to-day might be very 
sorry, and live to regret that they had 
allowed dangerous principles to be embodied 
in legislation. He suggested that, if tem- 
fees | judges had to be appointed, they 
should be chosen from a panel in rotation, on 
the nomination of the Chief Justice, or some- 
body independent of the Government, the 

anel to consist of retired County Court 
Tudnes, not above a certain age, and, after 
them, of senior members of the.

He instanced conversations in 
which remarks were made to the effect that 
members of the Government were using in- 
fluence to have their own friends appointed 
to jobs. ; 

President Cosgrave said that it would 
appear from Sir John Keane’s speech that 
there was only one independent profession in 
this country. (Laughter.) The view that the 
Bench was the only independent profession 
was not shared by 10 per cent. of the people 
of the country. He pointed out that in May 
last the Senate passed the Damage to Property 
Act, in which provision was made for the 
appointment by the Governor-General of as- 
sistant judges to deal with claims under that 
Act, and under the Malicious Injuries Act, 
where there was an excess of work. He did 
not personally care twopence about the ap- 
pointment of barristers; he was not interested 
in one of them, 


A LYING JADE. 


Ramours had been going round about 
Ministers and others appointing their brothers 
and cousins and friends. Nothing of the 
sort had taken place. He was prepared at 
any time to leave his position as head of the 
Government, and have a much easier job out- 
side, if he could get anybody to take it on. 
It meant twelve hours or more a day at work, 
and then to have this sort of sapping and 
mining going on. 

The Government was asking for assistant 
judges to deal with the abnormal situation 
that had prevailed. He was prepared to put 
a limit on it—three years. He was just as 
anxious as any member of the Senate to get 
the Executive Council put in a position that 
if it required additional judges it should 
come to Parliament and get Parliament to 
agree to the appointments. That was the 
statement they made in the Dail, and they 
were prepared to stand by it. 

Mr. Brown, K,C., assured the President that 
nothing was further from the minds of those 
who had criticised the bill than to suggest 
that the present Government wished to in- 
fluence those whom they might appoint as 
temporary judges; but their object was to 
make certain that the person who had ‘a 
claim against the Government should feel 
that he was getting an absolutely impartial 
trial. They had to make allowance for human 
nature, and to recognise that some claimants 
would not feel that confidence if their claims 
were heard by a judge who had got his ap- 
pointment merely for the time being. 

He suggested that an arrangement should 
be made that claims against the Government 
should be heard only by permanent judges. 

The Earl of Mayo asked the President to 
state whether his promise to limit the power 
of temporary appointment to the next three 
years would be embodied in a clause to be 

rought forward on report. 

The President replied in the affirmative, 

and added that ke intended three years as a 
maximum. The appointments would cease 
when they got rid of the extra work, in 
which he included not merely claims in re- 
- Na of damage to property and injury to 
the person, but criminal offences, and all the 
other business that had been held up for one 
reason or another, such as unwillingness to 
come into the old courts. He could not 
accept Mr, Brown’s suggestion to reserve 
damage to property claims from the tem- 
porary judges. 
_ Was it a fact, he asked, that absolutely 
impartial judgments and decisions had been 
given by County Court judges all over the 
country under the Malicious Injuries Acts? 
That was certainly not the fact, nor with re- 
gard to criminal injuries to the person. 
Reference had been made to judges under the 
Northern Government, and in that connec- 
tion, he said, that there was a case with 
regard to criminal injuries to the person, in 
which he was not at al] satisfied that an in- 
dependent judgment had been given. 


NO HOSTILITY. 


Dr. W. B. Yeats assured the President that 
the care with which the Senate had examined 
this bill was due not to hostility, but to their 
scrupulous anxiety not to be swayed: by their 
sympathy with the Government from judg- 
ing the measure in an abstract way It had 
been particularly difficult for them to press 
their points with regard to independence of 
the Government, because they felt that 
the present Government would not un- 
duly press its views on the judges. There 
was a feeling in Ireland that judges hitherto 
had been unduly subservient to an alien Go- 
vernment, and those who took the view which 
he took had done their best to ensure that 
the Irish judges in future should be indepen- 
dent of any Executive whatever. 

Mr. Jameson withdrew his amendment, 
saying, however, that he did son the 
understanding that if the matter were not 
dealt with on report in full accordance with 
the President’s promise he could bring it 
“rat again.

SUGGESTED’ REMEDY FOR 


“ PROFITEERING.”

OUTSPOKEN VIEWS AT 
DUBLIN MEETING.

A suggestion that public bodies should be 
empowered to act as distributing agents in 
order to stamp out “ profiteering,’ was made 
by Mr. Famonn O'Carroll, of the Irish Rail- 
way Clerks’ Association, speaking at the 
annual meeting of the Irish Women Workers’ 
Union. at the Dublin Mansion House last 
night. 

It was the speakers opinion that the 


‘workers of the country were now faced with. 


one of the most serious problems that had 
ever confronted them. hey were being 
fleeced in a flagrant and open manner by 
middlemen, whose existence it was incumbent 
upon them to destroy. They found in the 
case of milk that it was being sold to the re- 
tailer at ls. a. gallon, and supplied to the 
public at 2s. a gallon. — 

If crimes were committed in the same dar- 
ing and audacious manner in which ‘“‘profiteer- 
ing,” in the selling of bread, milk, and other 
necessities was carried on, the guilty would 
receive most severe punishment. 

Referring to his suggestion that t 
bodies should act as distributor 
O'Carroll said that such a measure need only 
be tenmiporary. It was clear that if the 
workers could get those responsible for the 
present system of high prices to realise that 
their behaviour was dishonest and immoral, 
and that those who had been fleeced were de- 
termined that ‘‘ profiteering” should cvase, 
good results would be effected. Dealers should 
realise that they lived by the community, and 
that the latter were resolved that they were 
not going to be fleeced by the people they 
et sisd; All should aim at the elimination 
of the middleman, so that producers and con- 
sumers would be brought into direct contact. 

DUBLIN BUILDING GUILD. 

Mr. Thomas Irwin, of the Dublin Building 
Guild, reviewed the work of the Guild since 
its establishment, largely through the efforts 
of President Cosgrave, in 1921. In his 
opinion, the present Guilds were not capable 
of effecting a solution of the building pro- 
blem. The majority of those interested in 
house-construction knew nothing of building 
work, and the architects were in league with 
the employers to destroy the independent 
efforts of the workers. 

WORK OF WOMEN’S UNION. 

The Rev. John Flanagan, Administrator, 
Pro-Cathedral, praised the work of the union 
and enumerated the benefits which the 
members derived from it. He congratulated 
them on their work in the past, and hoped 
that by co-operation their work would be 
extended. ; 

The seventh annual report of the union 
indicated its recognition as the representative 
society of women workers in Ireland and the 
appreciation with which it was regarded. 

hey had been fortunate enough to escape any 
serious attack on wages, although they ha 
had a few minor strikes against unjust claims. 

The union had been invited by the Fiscal 
Commission to give evidence in regard to the 
paper bag and bead industries, and they had 
had various other communications with the 
Government agencies on the subject of employ- 
ment for women. 

In the coming year they hoped to go further 
along these lines "and to present a system 
which would give employment to many women 
and offer an alternative policy to protection, 
which would help the worker as a producer 
without injuring bhun as a consumer.

ULSTER POLICE OFFICER’S 

SPEECH. 

It is reported in Belfast that District In- 
spector Nixon, of the Royal Ulster Constabu- 
lary, has been suspended, pending an official 
inquiry, in consequence of a public speech 
which he made on the 29th ult at a meet- 
ing in Belfast. 

In the course of the speech, at a meeting 
of the Peel Loyal Orange Lodge, of which 
District Inspector Nixon is Master, he is 
reported to have said that he was the first 
old Royal Irish Constabulary officer to stand 
on a platform as an Orangeman. He had 
done so at a meeting when they were re- 
eruiting for the Ulster Special Constabulary. 
If John McKeon, with his record, could be a 
Major-General in the Free State Army, told- 
ing the King’s Commission, he (John Nixoa) 
could surely also be an Orangeman. 

They, he went on; still had the six coun- 
ties intact, but the border was surrounded by 
the enemy, who had artillery, armoured cars, 
dnd aeroplanes, and every engine of war, 
supplied to them by the Imperial Govern- 
ment. He had been speaking to a Free State 
soldier. a fortnight ago, and that soldier 
had told him that they tad withdrawn the 
Crossley «ars and surrounded the border wth 
armoured cars. 

The opinion down in the Free State was 
that they were going to get a big slice of 
Ulster. That was the opinion of the Sinn 
Feiners. It was not his opinion, if they 
stood together, and every man did what he 
said he would do. Every leader amongst the 
Protestants and Orangemen that had ex- 
pressed himself on that matter, so far as he 
kuew, had said, “ Not an inch.” It was up 
to the Orange Order to see that those promises 
were kept. 

It may be added that the statement that 
the border was surrounded by artillery, 
armoured cars, and aeroplanes was denied by 
the Minister of Defence of the Irish Free 
State.

Mr. Barrington described the conditions 
which made the barony of Burren, in the

They 
obtained seed from the Arklow beds, paying 
what were considered then to be enormous 
sums for the seed with which they established 
the beds that had yielded a considerable 
revenue to them since. - 

Mr. Clayton Love said that it was a pity 
that such a fine source of income as that 
which o represented should be neglected 
by the Fisheries Department, .

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RE-ARRESTED. 


CAPT.. EUSTACE. AGAIN 
CHARGED. 


In the King’s Bench Division, Dublin, 
yesterday, before the Lord Chief Justice, Mr. 
Justice Dodd, and Mr. Justice Samuels, in 
the matter of the return to the writ of 
habeas corpus in the case of the King 
(Eustace) v. J. M. Flood, District Justice, 
when the case was called, 

The Registrar called upon the Governor 
of Limerick Jail to produce the body of 
Francis Eustace. ' 

The Governor of Limerick Jail (Mr. Felix 
Meehan) stated that Captain Eustace was 
in Court. 

The Registrar then read the return to the 
writ. 

Serjeant Hanna, K.C.,. with whom was Mr. 
H. D. Conner, K.C., and Mr. Dockrell (in- 
structed by Messrs. Findlater and Co.), ap- 
peared for Captain Eustace, and asked for 
the release of his client, the order under 
which he was convicted having been quashed, 

The Lord Chief Justice—You ask us‘ to 
quash the return? — 

Serjeant Hanna—Yes. 

Mr. Sullivan, K.C., with whom was Mr. 
John O’Byrne (instructed by the Chief State 
Solicitor),.appeared for Mr. Flood, and said 
that he had nothing to say to that. 

The. Lord Chief Justice—The order on 
which this return is based having already 
been set aside by a writ of certiorari, we 
quash the return and order the release of the 
prisoner. 

Captain Eustace was accordingly released, 
and left the Court. 

SHORT-LIVED FREEDOM. 

Captain Eustace left the Court, and out- 
side he received the congratulations of friends 
on his release. He walked with them through 
the Upper Castle Yard, and was going into 
the Lower Castle Yard on his way out of the 
Castle grounds when he was re-arrested by 
Inspector Houlihan, of the Dublin Metro- 
politan Police. 

THE NEW CHARGE, 

Later in the day Captain Kustace was 
charged before Mr. Lupton, K.C., with 
having, on or about the loth December last, 
feloniously broken into the warehouse of 
the Grand Canal Company at Kilgarvan quay, 
Co, Tipperary, and stolen a quantity of goods, 
the property of the company. On a second 
count he was charged with receiving the 
goods, knowing them to have been stolen. 

Mr. J. O’Byrne (instructed by the Chief 
State Solicitor) appeared for the prosecution, 
and Mr. H. D. Conner, K.C. (instructed by 
Messrs. Findlater and Co.), appeared for the 
accused. 

Inspector Houlihan, D.M.P., said that he 
arrested the accused in the Lower Castle Yara 
earlier in the day. In the Bridewell the 
charges were read to the accused, who re- 
plied that he had nothing to say. 

Mr. O’ Byrne asked far a remand mntil Tues- 
day next, so that he could bring up witnesses 
from Tipperary. 

Mr. Lupton asked why the accused was not 
sent back to Tipperary for trial. 

Mr. O’Byrne said that the accused was 
legally in custody in Dublin, and could be 
tried there. It was better in the interests 
of justice that he should not be sent to the 
District Justices in Tipperary for trial, con- 
sidering all the circumstances. 

Mr. H. D. Conner asked for bail. Cap- 
tain Eustace had been in prison on a charge 
that had been quashed in the King’s Bench. 

Mr. O’Byrne said his instructions were to 
oppose bail. The charge was a very serious 
one. 

Mr. WLupton said that the accused had 
been in custody since December 18 on a bad 
conviction. He thought substantial bail, if 
it was forthcoming, might be allowed. 

Mr. O’Byrne said that the bails should be 
very substantial. He suggested that the 
accused should give bail in £500, with two 
sureties of £250 each, or one of £500. 

The accused was remanded until Thursday, 
14th instant, and was allowed out on his own 
bail of £500, with one independent surety of

PUT BACK.

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At, the Dublin Commission yesterday, Harry 
Party and Edward Byrne, both aged sixteen 
years, pleaded guilty to breaking and enter- 
ing two dwellinghouses at Pembroke Estate 
Cottages, Merrion, and stealing therefrom 
money and jewellery.

of the sum of £12 10s.

Evidence was given by the prisoner Hen- 
nessy that the “ warrant’’ was drawn by 
O’Brien, and Dowling, whose name was in- 
serted in it, drew the money from a publican 
and divided it among the trio. 

Dowling’s defence was that O’Brien handed 
him the cheque, made out in his name and 
told him to cash it. He believed the cheque 
to be genuine, i 

The prisoner was ísund guilty, and put 
back.

DUBLIN CHILD’S DEATH.

CORONER BLAMES PARENTS 

FOR ACCIDENT, 

At the Dublin Morgue yesterday, a verdict 
of death from heart failure, following bronchial 
pneumonia, was returned at the inquest .on 
Benedict M Sullivan, aged two years. 

On the 30th December last the child, when 
playing unattended in Malpas street, was 
knocked down by one of a pair of horses 
attached to a carriage belonging to Messrs. 
Cerrigan and Son, Lower Camden street. One 
of the wheels of the carriage passed over the 
child. At the Meath Hospital. where the 
child was subsequently examined, no trace of 
internal injury was found. He was dis- 
charged from the hospital on January 24, 
but was re-admitted on January 28, suffering 
from bronchial pneumonia, 5; 

A house surgeon from the Meath Hospital 
said that the child’s chest showed no signs 
of injury. In his opinion, heart failure, 
consequent " bronchial pneumonia, wag the 
cause of death. 

In recording their verdict, the jury said 
that no blame attached to the driver of the 
vehicle by which the child was run over. 

The Coroner said that, as far as that acef- 
dent was concerned, the child’s parents were 
to blame for having left him on the street 
without a guardian.
